When you visit Highlands, you are in 
vited to be a part of a thriving mountain 
town that is aware of its place in today's 
society, yet still bound to its historic past. 

The settlement of Highlands, North 
Carolina was much more akin to that of a 
western frontier town of the 1800's rather 
than that of the coastal towns with their 
European influence. 

The Cherokee Indians were the first 
known stewards of this special and unique 
land. They revered the mountains, streams 
and waterfalls calling their home on the 
Highlands Plateau, On-tee-o-o-rah, which 
translates "Hills of the Sky." 

\ As early as 1776, these environs were 


recorded by early explorers as a "botanical 
wonderland." This bounty is still available 
for each person who cares to enjoy, yet pro¬ 
tect, the flora and fauna that is unique to 
nearby woods and mountain slopes. 

A favorite story, and probably the most 
accurate regarding the settlement of the 
town, is attributed to two adventuresome 
friends, Clinton Hutchinson from Kansas 
and Samuel Kelsey from New York. 

These two men have been instrumental 
in establishing the town of Hutchinson, Kan¬ 
sas in 1872. While looking for new fron¬ 
tiers to conquer, they drew two lines on a 
map of the United States—one line from 
Chicago, Illinois to Savannah, Georgia, 


coming famous as a health resort, people 
wanted to take advantage of the "medici¬ 
nal" properties of the clean, fresh moun¬ 
tain air, as well as to escape the heat of large 
cities in the summer! 

Even if you are not a history buff, we 
hope you will plan to take time while in 
Highlands to browse through the history 
books in our library and to visit with local 
folks in order to learn more about our rich 
and colorful heritage. /
